At a meeting of representatives of 
over 600 colleges in Atlantic City 
this month, I heard reports of more 
unrest on college campuses than 
has been known since the time of 
active fighting during World War II. 
Fears were expressed that voluntary 
enlistments of thousands of students 
in addition to the losses made by 
draft, might cripple the operation 
of many American colleges. 


Some P. C. students have volun- 
teered, but the great majority have 
felt that they can fulfill their pat- 
riotic duty while continuing in the 
Reserve Officer Training Corps pro- 
gram. The Secretary of Defense, 
General Marshall, has declared that 
the R. O. T. C. is a fundamental ele- 
ment in all Department of Defense 
planning for expansion and main- 
tenance of the armed forces, and. 
has urged all college students en- 
rolled in R. O. T. C. to make every 
effort to complete their courses as 
a patriotic duty. 

College students are entitled to 
deferment to the end of the college 
year in which they receive their in- 
duction notice. After completion of 
one semester the student can, if his 
record is satisfactory, sign an agree- 
ment to accept a commission and 
serve a minimum of two years in 
the military service after he com- 
pletes the R. O. T. C. course and 
receives a college degree. 


It is the official military attitude 
that a student who completes a full 
college course with R. O. T. C. 
training is not neglectful of our 
country’s needs but is preparing 
himself for greater usefulness be- 
cause of training for leadership. We 
hope the Alumni will convey to their 
friends and relatives of college age 
information about the fine record 
made by the Presbyterian R. O. T. C. 
unit. Enough new men have applied 
for the second semester to take the 
places of twenty-four seniors com- 
pleting degree requirements January 
27. We believe that more students 
would apply if the advantages of 
our R. O. T. C. training were more 
widely known. 


To P. C., as to other American 
colleges, these days of war bring 
increasing problems. With contin- 
uing support of our Alumni and 
other friends, we hope that P. C. 
will continue its full program of 
service to church and nation.

Presbyterian Robed Choir Acquires 


South-wide Reputation for High Quality 


Presbyterian College’s robed choir is singing 
its way into the esteem and affection of audiences 
throughout the Southeast. 

Conducted by Dr. Edouard Patte, this all-male 
singing organization annually tours thousands of 
miles in presenting programs to both religious and 
secular groups. And in its wake always, from all 
sections of the South, come praise and commen- 
dation. 

During the past three years under Dr. Patte’s 
direction, the choir has traveled more than 15,000 
miles to present concerts in seven states: South 
Carolina, North Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Flor- 
ida, Virginia and Tennessee. Schedules have called 
for an average of 50 concerts each season. In ad- 
dition, a nation-wide radio broadcast, 18 full-hour 
programs over local and regional stations and num- 
erous recordings have greatly expanded this aud- 
ience. An album of phonograph records also is 
available. Whatever the medium, comment has 
followed this pattern: 

“One of the five best non-professional male 
choirs we have recorded,” reported the engineer 
of a national recording company. 

“Shows a finish not generally found in such 
groups,” is the opinion of one music critic, while 
another recently returned from abroad wrote after 
hearing a program: 

“The blending of voices and the shading make

the Presbyterian choir truly the equivalent of the 
best formations in Europe.” 

What makes this group of collegiate singers 
stand out above the glee clubs produced by larger 
universities and colleges? It is of necessity a small 
unit, usually around 32 voices. No scholarships are 
awarded for music nor special consideration given 
to participants. The reasons are to be found else- 
where: in rigid discipline, the special care devoted 
to selecting each program and in the conductor. 

Dr. Patte demands almost the impossible of his 
singers. He selects difficult works of the great 
masters and insists that they be rendered in all 
of the intricate detail and form originally in- 
tended. 

The conductor works toward two musical ob- 
jectives: interpreting the most genuine choral music 
of the best periods, and endeavoring to bring to 
church audiences a significant program in song 
and word announcing the Christian faith. Some of 
these interpretations include the works of Bach, 
Purcell, Palestrina, Byrd and Handel; ballads, spir- 
ituals; and folksongs from Russia, Bohemia, Italy 
and England. 

Dr. Patte takes particular pride in his pro- 
grams developed for church audiences which he 
terms “an hour of sacred music and worship.” Each 
program is built around a central theme—such as 
“The Glory of God” or “The Apostles’ Creed”— 
with spoken passages and music illustrating the 
particular theme. 

The ambitious efforts of this non-professional 
group can best be illustrated by a brief glance at 
the stimulating program offered for the 1950-51 
season. Taking “The Lord’s Prayer” as the central 
theme, Dr. Patte has selected 14 choral pieces that 
represent the most authentic sacred music of the 
various branches of Christendom. 

Among the most unusual of these interpreta- 
tive pieces are: a subdued and mystic “Gloria 
Patri” by Palestrina; a Russian anthem with organ- 
like flow as sung in the Kiev Monastery; and the 
97th Psalm on the melody of the Genevan Psalter 
of 1562 as it was interpreted in Geneva’s Saint Peter 
Cathedral under John Calvin during the early 
Reformation. Four Negro spirituals typify the 
moods of the naive faith and depict the low-har- 
mony phrasing of plantation singing. 

Thus, the program is designed as both a musical 
event and a spiritual message.

Annual Religious Emphasis Week activities are 
scheduled for the Presbyterian College campus, 
March 5-9. 


Dr. Manford George Gutzke, professor of Eng- 
lish Bible and Religious Education at Columbia 
Theological Seminary, will be the principal speaker. 
And two alumni will serve as discussion leaders: 
the Rev. Neil Truesdale ’31, pastor of Newberry’s 
Aveleigh Presbyterian Church; and the Rev. Cecil 
Brearley ’43, pastor of the First Presbyterian Church 
of Ninety-Six, S. C. 


Joining these two in leading discussions among 
classroom groups during the five-day period will 
be the Rev. James C. Dickert, pastor of Clinton’s 
Saint John’s Lutheran Church. 


Presbyterian’s Student Christian Association, 
headed by President David Neville, is sponsoring 
Religious Emphasis Week. Students will preside 
during all services. 


Activities of the week will open the night of 
March 5 with a banquet attended by the speakers 
and the student Committee of 50, a group of cam- 
pus Christian leaders assisting in REW details. 
Services are scheduled to get underway the next 
morning with an opening address by Dr. Gutzke. 
Altogether, he will speak seven times—four morn- 
ings and at three night services. 


In addition to these main addresses and class 
room discussions, religious “bull sessions” will be 
held nightly in the dormitories with both students 
and speakers participating. And the visiting min- 
isters also will be available for special counseling 
of individual students who seek advice. 


Dr. Gutzke, the main speaker, was born in 
Ontario, Canada, and received his A.B. Degree 
from Southern Methodist University. He completed 
his semiary work at the Evangelical Theological 
College in Dallas, Tex., and in 1936 received an 
honorary Doctor of Divinity Degree from Columbia 
Seminary.

Cagers Shoot High Nationally 


Presbyterian College is right in the thick of 
one of its best basketball seasons in history, one 
that already has brought national recognition. 

The Blue Stocking cagers, riding a point-happy 
scoring wave, are now averaging 81 points per 
game. As this goes to press, it’s the second best 
offense record among the nation’s small colleges, 
according to statistics released by the National 
Collegiate Athletic Bureau. 

When they paused for examinations the last 
week in January, the Hosemen had won ten of 14 
games. And this despite injuries which hit four 
key players and a schedule pace which called for 
five engagaments in six days. P. C.’s record of ten 
and four was good enough to top the South Caro- 
lina and Little Four cage races, and Coach Gene 
Lorendo hopes to hold that lead in both. 

The Blue Stockings have registered 1,139 points 
so far against 949 for the opposition. 

Individual honors through January went 
mostly to two men: Capt. Dwight Groninger, all- 
state forward for two years, and Guard Bill Blew- 
ett, a newcomer from Paducah, Ky. Groninger had 
fired 263 points for an average of 18.8 points per 
game and second place among state scorers. He also 
rated among the top scorers nationally in the small 
college field. Blewett held 227 points and a 16.2 
average, good enough for third place in the state 
scoring parade. The 5 foot-11 inch guard had his 
best night against Erskine on Jan. 20 when he sank 
39 points, just two short of the state record. 

These two have been the pace-setters, but 
others have also stood out as the team functioned 
like a well-knit unit. Guards Skip Skinner and 
Paul Nye have produced a fireball brand of play 
which kept Lorendo’s fast break clicking sharply. 
And Center Kay Hill and Forward Lew Hawkins 
also have mixed superlative ball-handling with 
point-making to keep the team hitting on all cyl- 
inders. 
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Unhke most modern basketball teams, Presby- 
terian has accomplished its high-scoring missions 
with comparatively short players. Hill, at 6 feet 
2 inches, is the tallest man on the first string, and 
only two others have grown even as high as 6 feet. 

Speed is what makes the Blue Hose basketball 
machine go. Its fast break cracks like a whip.

Football Resume 

Blue Stocking gridmen got the jump on spring 
with spring training activities which began Feb. 1. 

Approximately 40 players, including last sea- 
son’s freshmen, reported for workouts which are 
scheduled to last a month. Watching from the side- 
lines this time are the 17 seniors who have hung 
up college uniforms for the last time and will be 
graduated in June. 

They ended their careers with a creditable rec- 
ord in 1950: five wins and five defeats in a schedule 
rated among the toughest in small college circles. 
It was good enough for third place in the overall 
state race. 
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The Hosemen whipped Furman (13-12), West- 
ern Carolina Teachers (21-6), Erskine (30-6), Cataw- 
ba (27-14), and Newberry (20-6). They lost to Clem- 
son (0-55), Davidson (0-24), Wofford (7-28), Citadel 
(0-7), and Appalachian (7-34). Two of these op- 
ponents, Clemson and Appalachian, later played in 
post-season bowl games. 

Coach Lonnie S. McMillian mixed fast running 
and bulls-eye passing in his split-T offensive pat- 
tern. His two-pronged attack netted 2,775 yards in 
ten games for an average 277 per game. Runners, 
paced by Fullback Walter Gooch of Rock Hill and 
Halfback George Fleming of Honea Path, accum- 
ulated 1,746 ground yards to account for a 174-per- 
game average while passes sailed for 1,020 yards 
to account for another 103 yards in each game. 
Quarterback Jack (Lefty) Harper of Washington, 
Ga., sparked the aerial attack with 63 completions 
in 125 attempts for 825 yards and a high national 
ranking among small college passers. 

Presbyterian was the only South Carolina 
college to place men on the Little All-American 
team. Tackle Bozo Weir of Shelby, N. C., made 
a second team berth while honorable mention went 
to: Tackle Bud Neely of Rock Hill, S. C.; End Joe 
Kirven of Sumter, S. C.; and Quarterback Harper. 

Weir, Gooch and Kirven made third-team All- 
South Carolina.

Track at the Post 


Presbyterian trackmen break to an early start 
this season when they participate in the Southern 
Indoor Track Meet at Chapel Hill, N. C., Feb. 24. 

The schedule is not complete yet, but Coach 
Lonnie S. McMillian will lead his boys through 
the usual number of dual meets with other state 
squads before taking a shot at the South Carolina 
championship in the climactic state meet. And as 
usual, Presbyterian will play host to this big event. 

With more assistance in the weight depart- 
ment, the Hosemen would present a definite threat 
this year. Running and jumping events are con- 
sidered strong, for the most part, but the loss by 
mid-year graduation of Paul Martin leaves a gap 
in the discus circle. He won this event in the state 
meet in both 1949 and 1950. 

George Fleming of Honea Path, S. C., is the 
squad’s key man. He won the 440-yard dash champ- 
ionship last year and anchored the mile relay team 
which came within a breath of capturing its second 
straight title. Walter Gooch of Rock Hill, S. C— 
iron man of last season—is expected to trim his ac- 
tivities somewhat this year. But he’ll still have 
many a busy afternoon with the javelin, pole vault, 
high and broad jumps and a relay slot. 

Pressing Gooch in the variety field will be 
Sophomore E. M. Watt of Sumter, S. C., who won 
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the pole vault and high hurd- 
les and finished second in low 
hurdles and broad jump in 
last year’s state freshman 
meet. Another sophomore, 
Tommy Jordon of Bishopville, 
S. C., brings to the varsity 
the fleet feet that ran to fresh- 
championships in the 100 and 
220-yard dashes and as one- 
mile relay anchor. His time 
on the century was a swift 
9.9 seconds. 


Ken McCutcheon of Dillon, 
S. C., is P. C.’s veteran of the 
dashes. He won both the 100 
and 220 crowns in 1949, fin- 
ished second in the 100 at the 
1950 meet and ran on the fast relay teams of the 
past two years. 

Other cindermen expected to strengthen the 
squad are: Skip Skinner of Paducah, Ky., pole 
vault; Charles Smith of Mullins, S. C., and Dwight 
Groninger of Silver Lake, Ind., high jump; Gus 
Watt of Thomasville, Ga., discus; Hollis Cate of 
Brunswick, Ga., low hurdles; and James T. Mc- 
Queen, Jr., one and two-mile runs.

Baseball: A Possible 


Veteran performers and a new coach carry the 
hopes of a better-than-average baseball season for 
Presbyterian College this spring. 

Sid Varney—second team All-America catcher 
for the University of North Carolina—takes over 
the coaching reins just as soon as he winds up his 
work as assistant football coach in spring drills. He 
hopes to have his charges on the diamond early in 
March whipping them in shape for the season 
opener the latter part of that month. 

Two 1950 All-State players will form the nuc- 
leus of the Hose ball team. They are: Pitcher Lum 
Edwards of Union, S. C., who hurled eight victories 
last year in addition to leading the team in batting 
with a healthy .343 average; and Shortstop Dick 
Weldon of Bennettsville, S. C., flashy fielding 
sparkplug. 

Athletic Director Walter A. Johnson has a few 
more schedule arrangements pending, but he fig- 
ures on a Slate closely resembling 1950’s 24-game 
schedule. 

P. C. won 11 and lost 13 of these, a record the 
Blue Stockings are determined to better this trip. 
In addition to Edwards and Weldon, these first- 
string veterans of last year will be back: 

Outfielders Regis Kimsey of Hiwasee, Ga, and 
Kirby Jackson of Sumter, S. C.; Pitcher Ankie 
Rowe of Bridgeton, N. C.; Third Baseman Byron 
King of Bennettsville, S. C.; and Second Baseman 
JoJo Weingartner of Decatur, Ga. 

Newcomers expected to bolster the squad in- 
clude: Pitcher Bill Blewett and Infielder Skip 
Skinner, both of Paducah, Ky.; and Pitcher Tommy 
Lide of Naval Base, S. C., who showed promise in 
limited appearances as a freshman last year. 
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Tennis on Throne 


An llth consecutive South Carolina tennis 
championship is the goal of Presbyterian’s 1951 
tennis squad. And odds lean heavily toward the 
Blue Stockings doing just that. 

Coach Jim Leighton believes his team will be 
stronger than last year’s which easily racked up 
title number ten and posted a season record of 13 
victories against 9 defeats. 

P. C. will feel the graduation loss of singles 
champion Bill Harper of Darlington, S. C., and his 
ace doubles partner Ferd Jacobs of Clinton. But 
Leighton figures to more than make up for their 
absence by a better balanced squad, one stronger 
in depth. 

Frank Spears of Greenville, S. C.—number 
two man last year—appears to have the inside 
track on stepping into the number one slot. He 
kept his racket swinging all last summer, partici- 
pating in tournaments over the South, and demon- 
strated his improved game this fall by upsetting 
his way into the finals of a Virginia Country Club 
meet. 

Don Warthen of Asheville, N. C., and Bill Toole 
of Tampa, Fla., also have more experience under 
belt and are expected to push Spears closely. Toole 
showed up particularly well as a freshman per- 
former last year. 

Behind these three, giving the balanced depth 
necessary for a strong team are: 

Ken Thompson of Brunswick, Ga.; Amador 
Flynt of Charlotte, N. C.; Righton Lyndon of 
Macon, Ga.; Jimmy Williams of Florence, S. C.; 
Thad Wills of Daytona Beach, Fla.; and Bill Brad- 
ley of Bradenton, Fla.

Color literally splashes over Presbyterian bas- 
ketball this season as the Stockings play on hard- 
wood decked out in garnet and blue.

EXCAVATING FOR INTRA-MURALS 


A massive excavation job is underway to give 
Presbyterian students a “model intramural field.” 

The quotes are from Athletic Director Walter 
A. Johnson, who is particularly proud of this latest 
of a number of athletic plant improvements he has 
sponsored within the past year. 

Giant road-building machinery has been at 
work for the past several weeks, scooping tons of 
earth and leveling the area behind the right field 
fence of Young Field and across the road from 
Vetville. One side of this 5.2 acre plot was 22 feet 
higher than the other, so it is classed as a major 
undertaking. 

When completed the area will fill a pressing 
need of the college. The intramural field—marked 
off for a practice football field, two softball dia- 
monds and several volley ball courts—will measure 
450 by 555 feet. Johnson hopes to add lights some- 
time in the near future. 

He already has announced plans to hold the 
Little Leaguers district baseball playoffs on one 
of the softball fields, since baseball diamond 
dimensions for these youthful players are cut to 
regulation softball size. Johnson said that Clinton 
officials have been particularly cooperative in the 
excavation project. 

Development of the intramural field follows 
these recent improvements in Blue Stocking sports 
facilities: expanding seating capacity of Johnson 
Field by 1,084 seats on North Side; construction of 
a new press and radio box, now considered one of 
the best in the state; paving of walks and roads 
in vicinity of the gymnasium and stadium.

The choir, however, also enjoys the lighter side 
of choral music. In appearing before social and 
civic clubs, it presents an amusing series of sea 
chanteys, old American folk songs, romantic music 
and hits of the day. Here the keynotes are fun, 
fantasy and imagination. 

When the Presbyterian choir sings, it gives the 
impression of a unit. It becomes almost an instru- 
ment upon which the conductor plays. For con- 
certs, the choir now uses the “quartet formation” 
instead of the “voice section formation” as em- 
ployed by most choirs. This “quartet formation”— 
in which each singer stands beside one singing a 
different part—is considered delicate to handle, 
but it assures a more complete blending of voices. 

Also contributing to the unusual degree of 
unity is the practice of training all voice sections 
together instead of separately. Then, as soon as 
possible, scores are committed to memory so that 
neither conductor nor singers may use music dur- 
ing concerts. 

In Dr. Edouard Patte, the choir has a talented 
and versatile leader. Not only does he know his 
music. He also teaches Presbyterian students soc- 
iology and French and is an ordained Presbyterian 
minister. 

A native of Geneva, Switzerland, the conductor 
received thorough musical training in several of the 
leading graduate schools of Europe. He studied 
under Ellen DeMole of the Geneva Conservatory 
of Musie as well as Professor Otto Barblar of 
Geneva’s Saint Peter Cathedral. 

Dr. Patte joined the Presbyterian College fac- 
ulty in 1947 from the pastorate of the North 
Augusta (S. C.) Presbyterian Church, a church he 
helped to establish. He was given responsibility of 
the college singers and immediately began molding 
this group into a choir devoted primarily to serious 
music. 

The conductor also extended the travel range, 
so that now his organization makes two ten-day 
tours—fall and spring—each season in addition 
to regular week-end appearances at closer points. 

On tours and overnight stops, choir members — 
are entertained in homes of the community. And in ~ 
response to this hospitality, each member upon 
return writes a personal “thank-you note” on note 
paper carrying a picture of the choir. 

Set routines have been established for both 
practice sessions and regular engagaments. The 
choir normally practices two evenings a week. 
However, just before going on tour, the pace is 
increased to daily workouts and then to one whole 
day for six hours of training. 

Smoking is prohibited the day of a perform- 
ance. Then just before an appearance, the singers 
are required to relax—to lie down on floor, rug 
or sofa for 20 minutes. Immediately before each 
concert, the group assembles for a prayer; the con- 
ductor intones a traditional spiritual and the 
choristers sing refrain. They enter the sanctuary 
in two-by-two processional, in robes of black and 
royal blue, followed by the conductor in academic 
robe with scarlet and gold hood. 

Then, upon signal, the male voices lift as one 
in a great swell of melody. The musical message 
they carry has gained recognition among the 
South’s finest.

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Owens Reports 


(This is a report to all alumni from Tench P. 
Owens, Clinton attorney and president of the 
Presbyterian College Alumni Association for the 
past two years. He reviews his term of office and 
makes recommendations for the future.) 

I am grateful for the honor and privilege of 
serving as President of the Association for the past 
two years. 

It has been a period for me of many pleasant 
occasions and many happy hours. It has given me 
the opportunity to join in some most congenial 
gatherings and to learn to know very pleasantly 
a large number of fine men and women among 
the alumni, whom otherwise I might never have 
met. More than that, however, it has meant the 
experience of meeting and planning and working 
in the interest of the College with enthusiastic 
groups, who, though they did not always agree on 
method, were constantly united in that madness 
we still call “the P. C. Spirit.” 

The Association has received splendid cooper- 
ation from the College. An Alumni Office is pro- 
vided in the Library building and furnished with 
office equipment and a telephone. The meetings 
of the Board of Directors of the Association and the 
annual meeting of the Association are held at the 
College. Homecoming Day is a special example 
of the hospitality which alumni find whenever they 
return to the campus. Dr. Brown has expressed 
his deep sense of gratitude for the increased inter- 
est which the alumni are taking in the College. 

Ben Hay Hammet °43 was added to the College 
staff in 1949 as Director of Public Relations and 
Alumni Affairs. In my opinion, this was one of the 
most constructive steps taken by the College in 
recent years, and the choice of a Director was a 
particularly happy one. Ben has a difficult job 
and appears to me to be doing it very well, indeed. 
The files on names and addresses, with the aid 
of Mrs. Hammett, have been made much more 
accurate and complete. The Alumni News is now 
issued quarterly and mailed to all alumni whose 
names and addresses are on file in the Alumni 
Office. It compares favorably with similar publica- 
tions of large universities. 

Interest and activity among the local alumni 
chapters appear to be increasing. Indeed, there 
seems to be a growing awareness among all of the 
alumni of a continued relationship with the College 
after student days are over. This is true certainly 
as to the athletic program of the College, and per- 
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haps, but possibly not, as to the academic and spir- 
itual program. 

One of the most useful ways in which the 
Association can be of service to the College is by 
raising money in its behalf. It is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult for a small Church school like Pres- 
byterian College to find the funds with which to 
provide adequate faculty and facilities comparable 
to those of tax-supported colleges and universities. 
A real need exists, and if Christian education is 
worthwhile, the need is deserving of help. I urge 
you to support the 1950 Alumni Fund with a con- 
tribution. Those of you who have contributed 
money, whether it be to the Association, to the 
Walter Johnson Club, or directly to the College, 
can rest assured that every dollar is deeply ap- 
preciated. 

Under the presidency of L. A. McCall, Jr., the 
Association survived World War II; and under the 
presidency of Lt. Col. Powell Fraser, it was re- 
organized and revitalized. I believe that the last 
two years have also been ones of progress. If they 
have, it was not my doing but that of a number 
of loyal alumni working together. 

No organization is perfect. Mistakes have been 
made, and I accept my share of the blame. I also 
accept my share of the responsibility for improv- 
ing the Association in the future. To this end, I 
have carefully considered the functioning of the 
Association and recommend: 

1. That a strong effort be made to reactivate 
the Alumni Chapter in Clinton. 

2. That a strong effort be made to secure a 
good automatic addressing machine for the Alumni — 
Office. 

3. That the College be requested to furnish 
the President of the Association and the President 
of the Walter Johnson Club with a season ticket 
each year to all home athletic events. 

4. That the by-laws of the Association be 
amended to provide for the election of some or all 
of its directors by postal ballot and the election of 
officers by the directors. 

5. That class reunions and the annual meeting 
of the Association be held on an annual Alumni 
Day in the spring during or shortly before the week 
of graduation, and that one home football game 
each year continue to be designated as Homecom- 
ing Game, but that no meetings of the Association 
or class reunions be held that day. 

6. That the Board of Directors give further 
careful consideration to the problem of coordinating 
the various appeals to the Alumni for money, in 
particular the annual Alumni Fund and the drive 
for membership in the Walter Johnson Club, so as 
to combine as far as possible all appeals into one 
annual appeal. 
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
